A letter from the Board of Revenue, No. 201A., dated the Slst March 1876, submitting 
two statements of the demands, collections, and balances of road cess for the cess 
year 1874.75, ending on the 30th September 1875. 

Ox the two statements submitted with this letter, the first gives the results 
of the cess upon lands and mines, and the second those of the cess upon houses, 
‘The valuations for each district, and the rates at which the cess was levied, 
have been given, as Wel! as the totals in each statement. 

2. - In two districts in which the valuations have been completed, Hooghly 
and Burdwan, the collection of the cess was Suspended during the year in . 
consequence of the representations of the local authorities that, owing to 
deficiencies in the crops for several years in succession, the people were in a 
condition in which the levy of the cess would be attended with great hardship 
and inconvenience. ‘Lhe collections shown opposite to the Hooghly district 
in statement No. I are on account of lands appertaining to estates borne on 
the towjih of the district of Hooghly, but locally situated within other districts, 

8. The total"demand on account of the cess upon lands and eee} was” 
Rs. 10,05,960, of which Rs 75,453 were for arrears of the year 1878-74, and 
Bs. 9,30,507 were the demand of the current year 1574-75? Of the arrean 
67,965, and of the current demand, Rs, 8,45,488, makin, 
18,458, were collected within the year. The collections thus

4. Excluding Hooghly, the figures for which are of an exceptional 

4 character, the returns given in statement No. I show that the cess was 
collected in eighteen districts ; in eleven of these the full rate was levied, in 
two districts the rate was three-fourths of the full rate, and in the remaining 
five districts the rate was one-half of a full rate, These five districts were 
the three Orissa districts, and the districts of Monghyr and Bbagulpore. It 
might have been expected that in-these five districts the percentage of collec. 
tions would be higher than in others; and this has been the case in Pooree, 
where the whole of the demand has been realizéd. But in Cuttack the 
percentage of collections amounted to only 84°33, and in Balasore to only 
80°31. Next to Pooree, the district which sbows the most, satisfactory 
pereentage is ‘lipperah, where the full rate was levied, and 99°23 per cent. of 
the demand was realiz The most unfavorable return is that from Moor. 
shedabad, in which district the collections were only 79:80 per cent. of 
the demand. 
5, he Member in charge observes that the principal difficulty in collect."* 
ing the cess is found to be in the realization of the demand on account of 
lakhera} lands. In the case of valid lakheraj tenures this difficulty will be 
removed if the Bill for the registration of possessory titles shall become 
law. But itis remarked that the difficulty is still greater in the caso of 
invalid lakheraj lands, and the Licutenant-Governor would ask to be favored 
with some further particulars showing the exact nature of the difficulty 
which has been felt in dealing with these lands. If the lands have been omitted 
from the schedules, no demand on account of them will have been made, and 
consequently the non-realization of the cess from them will not affect the 
percentage of collections; if, on the other hand, they have been included in 
the zemindar’s return, tle Collector has to look to the zemindar, and not 
to the lakherajdar, for the payment of the cess, 

6 The statement regarding the cess upon houses under Part IV of the 

Act gives results which are not so satisfactory as those of the cess upon lands. 

The arrears of 1873-74 were Rs. 18,275, and the demand of the current year 

was Rs. 67,084, making a total dethand of Ks, 80,359, of which only Rs. 55,633 

were collected, giving a percentage of about 693 on the total demand. It is 

explained that this unfavorable result is owing to the variations arising from 
the poverty, deaths, or evasion of the house-holders. But the Lieutenant- 

Governor observes that this explanation does not appear sufficient to account 

for such eases as that of Bankoora, in which the collections of house cess were 

only 3°41 per cent. of the demand. 
7. Pooree was the only district in which the full amount of thedemand on 
account of house cess was collected. But, there seems reason to think that 
this result has been attained by an undue limitation of the demand, as the 
total amount of the demand was only Rs. 33, and it is difficult to believe that 
even at half rates this amount can adequately repres®t the cess payable in 
a district with three quartersof a million of inhabitants. The reentage of 
collections in Hazareebaghy (90-69), ‘Lipperah (92:84), and Bhagulpore (91°71), 
was satisfactory ; while the most unfavorable returns are those from Bankoora, 

Balasore, Rajshahye, and Beerbhoom. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor observes with satisfaction that though the 
report refers to ditficulties which have been met with in the collection of the 
road cess, there is an absence of complaints on the part of those L ne

‘A letter No. 2908, dated 17th April 1876, from the Secretary to the Board of 

Revenue, submitting the reports of the Opium Agents of Behar and Benares 

on the operations of the Agencies during the season 1874-75. 

‘Tae total number of beeghas under poppy cultivation in the Behar and 
Benares Agencies during the year 1874-75 was 869,660, which yielded an 
outturn of 98,178-25-23 tmaunds of opium. An opium beegha contains 8,015 i 
square yards, or about five-eighths of an acre. The following table shows the 
extent of land devoted to opium cultivation, its outturn, and the ave 


produce per beogha in each of the opium divisions during the year 1874-75,

results of the season will be briefly considered in detail. 

4, Behar Agency.—The entire cultivation of this Ageno: south of the 
Ganges, is irrigated. In the Sarun district, north of the Gange8, nearly the 
whole cultivation is under irrigation; but in the Tirhoot and Chi 
districts nearly two-thirds of the cultivation is unirrigated. The increase in 
cultivation during the year under review amounts to-about 100,000 acres, and ig 
almost entirely in the unirrigated districts. There was no decrease in cultivation 
in any of the districts. There was, however, a decrease in the produce, the 
average yield per beegha being 4 scers 10 chittacks, against 5 seers 15 chittacks 
in 1873-74. On the whole, then, the season was not a favourable one, 

5. The outturn of the Chota Nagpore Sub-Agency amounts to only 
265 maunds, and the proportion of produce per beegha is only 2 seers 2 chittacks, 
This Sub-Agency was established in 1869-70, since which year the production

The season at its close is reported to have been especially unfavourable i 
Chota Nagpore, but it is noteworthy that in no subsequent season has the 
proportion of outturn been so considerable as it was in that of the first season 
of this Sub-Agency. he Agent has been requested, when he next visits Chota 
Nagpore, to enquire into and report fully on the question of the permanent 
retention of this Sub-Ageney. 

6. The Robinee factory inthe Monghyr district, which has yielded an 
increase of eleven chests as compared with 1873-74, will be retained for another 
year, in compliance with the recommendation of the Board of Revenue. 

7. It is explained that no manuring advances were made during the 
season under review, the reasons being, firstly, that manure cannot be procured 
cheaply or in sufficient quantity; secondly, that such manure as is available 
is always used by the cultivators in the fields near their homesteads; and 
thirdly, that there are no means of ascertaining that such advances would be 
made use of in the manner required. As a ryot does not cultivate his 

oppy land under a long agreement, there is a probability that bis manured 
fends wonld be taken up by the landlord for the cultivation of indigo and

10. Mr. Scott ha submitted elaborate reports on the experimental 
culture of the opium poppy for the seasons ending with the 15th April 1874 
and 31st May 1875 respectively. He has since been desired to prepare a short 
practical treatise on the subject, devoid of scientific terms, showing the results 
of his operations and the conclusions derived therefrom ; and alsy setting forth 
in the form of rules or instrnctions, what steps should be taken at each stare of 
cultivation and under varying conditions, with full explanations of any changes 


~ that it may be necessary to introduce. On receipt of this treatise the desir 


ability of continuing the experiments longer will be considered. 

11, The practice which was in force before the year 1870, and which has 
been since revived, of sanctioning an expenditure in each agency for presenting 
shawls and turbans, &e., to such of the principal cultivators as may be considered 
deserving the distinction, yields satisfactory results. Ks. 10,000 are now 
annually sanctioned for this purpose in each agency. The proposal to grant 
a bonus of Ks. 10 for each maund of opium produced in excess of the 
estimate framed at the beginning of the year was only sanctioned on a very 
limited scale, and as there were objections to continuing this experiment 

“it has been discontinued. 

12. In the chapter on opium in the last annual administration report, 
it was stated that the Lieutenant-Governor had found himself unable to sanc- 
tion the proposal of the Board of Revenue to abandon and dispose of the 
steam cavenaille attached to the Behar Opium Agency for the manufacture of 
Tocking elieais. The Lieutenant-Governor was of opinion that every effort 
should be made to work the mills up to their full power, and that, if properly 
worked, the mills could not fail to pay, The issue has fully borne out these 
expectations, and it is observed that in the past year the outturn of work has 
been greater than it was before, while at the same time there has been a 
considerable decrease in the cost of each chest manufactured by the 
saw-mills. The Opium Agent at Patna reports that the sawmills 
this year have been worked in a very satisfactory manner, and that 
they should certainly be retained. It was also proposed by the Board to 
substitute mangoe-wood for siil-wood chests; but a difficulty has always existed 
in getting a sufficient supply of mangoe-wood, and it is not probable that this 
wood will be always available. Dr. Durant, the Principal Assistant at the Behar 
Agency, shows clearly in his report the objections to using mangoe-wood exclu- 
siyely for opium ehésts. fey * 

18, Benares Agency.—The land under cultivation in the Benares Agenoy 
is almost all irrigated ; only about 11,000 béeghas, mostly in the district of 
ee are unirrigated. The actual cultivation in 1874-75, deducting 
the lands in which the »somrings failed, came to 359,353 beeghas. ‘his is an 

increase of nearly 40, over the cultivation of the previous year; but

15. The reports of all the Sub-Deputy Agents in the Benares Agency 
show that the system of granting rewards is favourably regarded by the 


— cultivators, and has had the desired encouraging effect. 


16, The experimental sowings with Behar seed, even though that seed 
was procured from the Shahabad district, have not turned out favourably ; 
nor has the special seed supplied from Mr. Scott’s garden at Bankipore 
yielded such good results as the local indigenous seed. On the other hand, the 
results of the selection of poppy capsules for seed purposes on a plan recom- 
mended by Mr. Scott have turned out very satisfactorily. The practice, which 
is said already to exist among experienced cultivators, should be made more 
general. 

17. Mr. KR. Abercrombie, the late Opium Agent at Behar, retired from 
Government service at the close of the past season, after a tenure of office as 


Opium Agent extending over ten years. Mr. C. F. Carnac similarly resigned -. 


his appointment at the Benares Agency on the 15th March 1875, after 
having been Agent for eight years. The services rendered to Goveroment 
by both these experienced officers have frequently been recognized, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor is glad again to have this opportunity of testifying 
to the zeal and ability with which they have always administered the affairs 
of the Opium Depurtment. Their successors, Mr. H. Rivett-Carnac at 
Ghazipore, and Mr. H. W. Alexander at Bankipore, have assiduously entered 
upor. their new duties. 

18. The Principal Assistants, Dr. Sheppard and Dr. Durant, continue 
to merit the acknowledgments of Government. In particular the Government * 
and the public are indebted to Dr. Sheppard for his labour in connection with 
the preparation of morphia and nareotine at the Ghazipore factory. Dr. 
Sheppard’s labours have at last been attended with complete success, and there 
is now a steady demand for morphia from all three presidencies, while, 
financially speaking, it is estimated that the saving to Government during the 
last five years has been considerable? 

19. Mr. Alexander had nof ‘been sufficiently long in charge of his 
appointment to be able to bring the names of his subordinates who had done 
specially well to the notice of Government. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad 
to acknowledge the services of the following officers, who are specially men- 
tioned by Mr. Rivett-Carnac as deserving of favourable notice :—

tha suburbs, for the year 1875, i 
_ Tuw administration of the police in the town and suburbs of Caléutta Be 
during the year 1875 was fairly successful. Although the total ‘aumbee of a 
offences reported excceded that of the previous year by 114 cases, this increase 4g 


is shown to have occurred in offences of a petty character under local and special 
laws, while, as regards serious crime, punishable under the Penal Oode and. 
cognizable by the police, there was a large decroase of 983 offences. This 
decrease is specially marked under the head of offences affecting property, . 


__, Which, as well as offences against the person, were fewer than during the 


us year. No extensive robbery took place by night either in the 

Buropean or native quarter of the town throughout the year, nor was a si 
grave act of violence committed in the public streets. As compared with 1] 
previous year also, there was a decrease of 1,413 in the number of persons 
summoned or arrested; and the percentage of persons convicted to those 
arrested shows-that heinous offences were dealt with by the police with more 
than average success.

Comparing thiess figures with those of the previous year, they show an increase 
of 1,580 cases, which has chiefly occurred inthe Southern Division, with an 
increase of 58 only in the number of persons broughf to trial. he results also 
are more favorable, as 86 per cent. of the persons placed on trial were either — 
convicted or committed as against 83 per cent. in 1874.

_ 4. Cognizable crime. Toton.—In Caleutta serious offences, both against 
mn and property, have fallen from 222 to 179; but there has been an - 
increase in the total number of cognizable offences which were accepted ag 
true, the number being 14,894 as against 13,561 in 1874, The case of 
trading in defaced Government stamps was one of considerable importance, 
The Lieutenant-Governor observes with satisfaction that the offender way 
convicted, and that Sir Stuart Hogg is able to bear favorable testimon: 
to the zeal and ability with which Mr. J. B. Roberts and Superintendent 
Lamb labored to bring the offender. to justice. Only one petty case of 
rioting was reported. Of offences against the person, 279 cases were reported 
as against 281. There were three murders against two in 1874 and seven 
in 1£73. Convictions were obtained in two cases: in the third, the* 
difficulties in the way of detection were almost insuperable. The Lieutenant- 
Governor would have been glad to have received some explanation of the 
large increase (nearly 50 per cent.) in cases of hurt, as 123 cases were reported 
under this head in 1875 as against 87 in 1874. Offences against property, on 
the other hand, decreased in number from 3,705 to 8,055. Burglaries and 
attempts at burglary show satisfactory decrease from 170 to 103. This resuit, 
the Lieutenant-Governor notices, has been attributed by Mr. Dicken: ise 
trate of the Northern Division, to the vigilance of the police ea ed on 
night patrol. The action of the police also in these cases was successful, 
convictions having been obtained in 20 cases. There is perhaps no class of 
offence which in all countries presents such difficulties to successful detection 
as burglary ; and the Lieutenant-Governor considers that the Caleutta Police 
have shown creditable results both in the prevention and. detection of this — 
eritne. Convictions were obtained in 32 per cent. of the theft eases reported, 
‘and property valued at Rs. 35,410 was recovered out of a total value of 
Ws. 98,686 said to have been stolen. The Lieutenant-Governor concurs ry 
the Commissioner in absolving the police from blame for failure to if 
tho majority of thefts by servants.

They have not been explaiaed by the 
ioner, but demand his immediate attention; for such a general and 
injudicious exercise of the powers of arrest must have been attended by much 
individual hardship to innocent persons, and is calculated to render the police 
an object of apprehension and distrust to the public. Again, of 4,954 persons 
arrested under tle Contagious Diseases’ Act, no less than 4,749 were discharged 
by the Deputy Commissioner. In reviewing the report on the working of 
this Act during the past year, the necessity which exists for more vigorous action 
indealing with established offences against the law has been already pointed 
out. The Lieutenant-Governor is confident that, if flagrant offenders were more 
frequently prosecuted and punished by the Magistrates, there would be 
fewer offences and fewer occasions for arrest.

9, ° Arms’ ‘Act.—The Lieutenant-Governor accepts Sir Stuart 
ance that the rules in force under the Arms’ Act have worked well, see: 
the one ltand, complete control over all transactions connected with the t1 
arms, and, On the other, causing no inconvenience to such trade in its legitimate 
branches. The figures given show a moderate increase of all fire:arms ag 
eompated with 1874, but a large decrease as compared with the importations. 
of the two previous years. T'here is considerable weight in the observations of 
the Commissioner regarding the seemingly imperfect gauge which the inland 
transport figures give of the actual quantity of arms and ammunition imported 
into the provinces beyond the north-western frontier of Bengal. These figures, 
as well as the Commissioner’s remarks on the subject, will be duly brought to 
the notice of the Government of. India. 

10. Fires.—It is satisfactory to note that no extensively destructive fire 
broke out during the year. It is observed that 11 out of the 16 fires which 
occurred in the suburbs happened during January and February, In only , 
five cases, however, did the conflagration last beyond one hour; and as they ” 
were all fairly distributed over the different sections, there seems to be no 
reason to suppose that their origin was other than accidental. 

11. Strength, cost, constitution, §c., of the force-—No.change was made 
in the strength or cost of the Town or River Police during the year. In the 
suburbs reductions were made in the salaries of officers, and in the number of 
constables, under a scheme previously approved by Government. The number 
oft dismissals continues to show a satisfactory decrease. On the whole, the 
conduct of the force, with the exception of the European sergeants and con- 

bles, appears to have improved. The Lieutenant-Governor, however, 
to observe that it was found necessary to fine so many as 507 constables, 
He would prefet to see offenders subjected to extra drill, or to some other 
punishment not involving loss of stipend. The Lieutenant-Governor is giad to 
observe that some advance continues to be made in raising the number of 
Bengali constables in the force. The superiority of up-country constables 
over Bengalis for purposes of watch and ward is undoubted; but the attempt 
to procure intelligent Bengali recruits, who will submit to discipline, is of 
vital importance to increasing the popularity as well as the efficiency of the 
force, and the Lieutenant-Governor desires that it may not be relaxed. 

12, Old offenders he registers of previous convictions appear to have 
been compiled with care, and the movements of noted bad characters have been 
attentively watched. ‘Twenty-four habitual thieves were committed to the 
High Court, and severely punished. This, however, indicates but little improve-_ 
ment in the proceedings of the Magistrates in dealing with such offenders. 
With reference to the remarks contained in the Resolution of the previous year, 
the Lieutenant-Governor regrets to observe that no less than, old offenders 
were summarily convicted by the Magistrates, and that of these no less than 
48 were thieves or burglars who had been previously convicted four times or 
more. In the absence of any explanation on this Poing, the Lieutenant- 
Governor is unable to say whether the police are to blamé’ for noha tporing 
former convictions before the Magistrates, or the Magistrates for ¢ 
ting the offenders to the higher tribunal.
